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Additional Statement in Support of the Petition For Revival of an Application 
Abandoned Unintentionally Under 37 CFR 1.137(b) 



1 . This statement is attached in support of the Petition For Revival of an 
Application Abandoned Unintentionally Under 37 CFR 1.137(b). As more than 12 
months have passed since the Application may have been abandoned, it is believed that 
an additional statement may be required by the Office under The Manual of Patent 
Examining Procedure 71 1.03(b). 

2. The undersigned was first advised that the Application was abandoned within 
the past three months, by way of a telephone conversation with an Patent Office 
representative on the status line. Applicant had never previously received a notice of 
abandonment. Previously, and as recently as late February, 2003, the undersigned had 
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been advised that the Application was due to be published, via a telephone conversation 
with a representative on the status line. 

3. The Application has been held abandoned because of an alleged failure to file 
drawings with corrected margins. Those drawings are enclosed herein in a reply to the 
Notice to File Corrected Drawings (enclosed,) 

4. Applicant's correspondent, the undersigned, in fact believed the drawings were 
filed. The docket sheet (copy enclosed) showed that publication was due on or about 
June 15, 2002, indicating corrected drawings were timely filed. They cannot, however, 
be located in Applicant's file. 

5. The undersigned was associated at the time with a firm that utilized an 
experienced paralegal, who would have, it is believed, have acted appropriately in 
providing corrected drawings and docketing the date. The paralegal has since left that 
firm. 

5. The question of the status of the Application was raised by Applicant to the 
undersigned in a meeting in January, 2003. At that time, the undersigned believed, and 
communicated to Applicant that the Application was proceeding slowly through the 
Patent Office, because the application was in an art (computer science) where the Office 
backlog was severe, with a first Office Action not to be expected for at least 2 to 3 years. 

6. Any failure to file the corrected drawings was unintentional, and any delay in 
filing this Petition is also unintentional. Applicant's representative has acted as 
expeditiously as possible in filing this Petition, once the status of the Application was 
ascertained. 
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7. The undersigned is a duly registered patent attorney, having been practicing 
admitted to practice before the Patent Office since 1989, and has never before requested 
the revival of an application.
